The two functions of muscle 
which are capable of training in 
order to accomplish the objects w* 
desire are tone and coordination. 
Tone is that function of muacl* 
whereby it remains under sus­ 
tained tension. It is th* same thing 
as the tone of the string of a mu­ 
sical instrument. You cannot get 
a good tone out of a string that 
is not tense. Tension is necessary 
to maximal power of muacalar 
contraction. It produces the maxi­ 
mal efficiency and economy of en­ 
ergy. It can be trained by exercises 
—which require sustained tension 
of the muscles. 
It may be surprising, but it is 
no less true, that sustained tonici­ 
ty does not produce fatigue, but 
on the contrary. The person who 
is always the moat fatigued is the 
one who is sitting in th* rocking 
chair all day and can hardly get 
up courage to make the attem pt 
to get up and go down to the post 
office. 
Muscular Tone 


Tone is of importance in respect 
to adequate stabilization of the 
skeletal system. In accomplishing 
good posture some training ia 
necessary in muscular coordina­ 
tion. It is necessary to have toned 
muscles if you are to have muscles 
which act with coordination. 
“The maintainence of posture," 
says an eminent authority, “is an 
example of the nicety of adjust­ 
ment between venous parta of th# 
body to fit th* new position.” 
Good posture eliminates stresses 
and strains. The center of gravity 
of a human being is at the level 
of the second lumbar vertebra— 
roughly at the waist line. The lins 
of gravity runs from about two 
inches in front of the ankle joints 
to tbs topmost part of tho skull.
